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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1. 83(a) because they fail to show the AV 
judging process as disclosed in Figure 18, namely missing YES or NO decisions, as described in 
the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d).

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Prior art is able to teach that a packet-relaying device that is capable of classifying and 
scheduling data flow according to various traffic control protocols such as IP, TCP or RTP. 
However, prior art fails to show alone or in combination that a packet-relaying device is capable 
of identifying various traffic flows in a detail manner such as the present invention. 
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Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Raisanen et al, U.S. Patent No 6633540 is cited to show a different method/system is 
capable of classifying and scheduling real time data flow in a data network device.
